Some  grades  like  the  first,  fourth,  and  seventh  stand 
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out  present  no  problem.  But  the  other  grades  contain 
too  many  below  the  level  of  proper  achievement  and 
constitute  the  teachers'  major  problem  to  correct  dur- 
ing this  present  year. 

Costs 

Below  you  will  note  a  comparison  of  elementary 
school  costs  for  each  of  the  districts  in  the  Union.  A 
comparison  of  last  year's  net  costs  with  those  of  the 
year  before  indicate  just  how  much  of  a  reduction  has 
been  accomplished.  In  your  case  the  decrease  has  been 
slight  due  to  a  rather  stable  enrollment  over  the  two 
year  period ;  but  nevertheless  indicates  a  desire  on  the 
part  of  the  Board  to  keep  the  costs  down  in  accord- 
ance with  the  trend  of  the  timles.  The  value  of  State 
Aid  to  you  is  well  illustrated  in  the  follovnng  statis- 
tics.
